MAILS ARE DENIED 


TO LAW VIOLATORS 


Attorney Genera! Wickersham Makes 


Ruling in Regard to News- 


paper Act Passed by 


Last Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 27.—Attor- 


ney General Wickersham on Thursday 
sent to Postmaster General Hitchcock 
a written opinion on certain phases of 
the new federal law requiring daily 
and weekly newspapers 
and some 


other publications to present to the 
postmaster general semi-annual sworn 
statements of circulation, ownership 
of their stock and bonds and other 
information under penalty of denial of 
the use of the mails. 


Hitchcock is Upheld. 


The attorney general upholds 
the 


postmaster general's construction that 
it is immaterial whether citizens are 
individual or in bulk and that the pro- 
vision of the law covers the number 
of copes of a publication distributed 
to certain paid subscribers by 
any' 


means. 
Mr. Wickersham's 
opinion, 


prepared at the direction of President 
Taft, does not touch upon the consti- 
tutionality of the law, which is part 
of the 
postofflce 
appropriation 
bill 


enacted at the last 'session of congress.

IS NOW HARVESTED 


End of Present. Week Will See Last of 


Late Tobacco in The 
Sheds 


—Light 
Frost 
Does 


Little Damage. 


At the beginning of the 
present 


week it was conservatively estimated 
that there was twenty-five percent of 
the tobacco crop still standing in this 
fields. AVith two extremely favorable 
day's at the beginning of the 
week

nesday caused a scare among growers 
who still had tobacco out and most 
of them worked with all the 
help 


available although it was not a favor- 
able day for wilting. Although light 
frost is generally reported throughout 
the county, it was not sufficient 
to 


cause any extensive damage to the 
crop still in the fields. In:fact it was 
only in the low places that the frost 
gathered and with the crop fully rip- 
ened there was little danger of serious 
damage.

dreaded by the farmers. 


There is little being done toward 


buying at present.' Most of the deal- 
ers have contracted for enough of the 
crop a.s it stood in the field and will 
defer further activity until the leaf is 
cured and is ready for' market.

One set of turbines at the city power 


house of the Janesville Electric Com- 
pany was shut down today to permit 
the replacement of a worn-out wooden 
bearing at the bottom o£ one of the 
turbine shafts. The bearing consists 
of two members, both of lignum vitae 
wood. The one on the end of the shaft, 
rounded at the base, fits into a' holl- 
owed out block, and the only lubrica-. 
tion the bearing receives is that of 
the 'running water. Ordinarily such 
bearings last as long as the turbine, 
but their life at the local power house 
has been shorter. The work of replac- 
ing the worn-out bearing is very dif- 
ficult. The workmen have to crawl into 
the bottom of the turbine and stand 
in' water up to their waists,, with .a 
depth of nine feet of water below the 
frame-work on which their feet rest.
